Claims 1-30 and 71-100 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 , 
71 ,72, 73 are allowable because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a process 
for manipulation of small quantities of matter on a solid body surface that comprises an 
acoustic surface wave generator, that generates a surface wave on a solid body surface 
comprising at least one hydrophobic region and a hydrophilic region or silanization of 
the surface to create specific wetting properties. Claim 75 would be allowable because 
the prior art does not disclose non-constant distances between the interdigital fingers for 
producing different frequencies.
